Amalgamation of the Office ol Regis- 
Irar of Titles and Registrar of 
Supreme CciirtSi 

The administroUon of justice and 
the coDStitation ot the Ooarts of Law 
of tho Colony, cannot fall to bo an in- 

toroBting eubjocb to Cforyono having 
any part, lot, or share in tho prosper- 
ity of tho country. Although tboro 
havo at times beoa heard, demands for 
a Court of Appeal, and for a third 
judgo to oonslituto Buoh court to tho 
Bfttiafaotioi) of tboso who aro not con- 
tent wiih a dualietic couft of appeal, 
and althoogh einco tho Union much 
grave disoalibfaolion has oxialod al 
iho iiiconvenieiico and abBurciity ol 
keeping up two distinct courts lor tho 
Mainland and th.o l.lnn-l, yet tboro 
have been few complaints or groundB 
of complaint against tlio administra- 
tion of jastico in any part of the 
Colony. NevertbolosB, there is nothing 
which more urgently domands tho at- 
tention of the legislatnro than Iho 
amalgamation of oar Supremo Courts. 
She auompt at legislation of last BeB^ 
icn was a complete iailuroj the i)ro^ 
Bont posiiioD is all but ridiculous ; tbo 
eamo lack of an jidministrative bead 
to grapple wilb Buppositious difEcal- 
ties, as is apparent in the failure to 
curtail expenses in other departments 
ol tho government, is painfully con- 
Bpicuous, when wo oontomplato ibo 
pofitioD of tho judiciary ol tbo Colony. 
It may 'wellbo urged that both judges 
have claims to precedenco which can- 
rot bo ignored, but is the whole Colony 
to euOor bcciiUio tho Esooutivo can- 
not devise aomo plan by wl)ioh both 
Oconpants of the Judicial Bench can 
retain every whit of the dignity of 
their several positionfe. Could tboro 
not be a Chief Justice of tho Court of 
Vancouver Island, and a Ciiief J usUoo 
of the Court ol British Colombia, and 
two courts if this difSoully cannot bo 
got over, hut both courts having con^ 
current jurisdiction in all parts of the 
Oolony. The offioial staff of the two 
oonrts ooQld in fact be amalgamated, 
although in name preserved distinct ; 
tor instanoe, one individual might bo 
Eogislrur ot tho Court of British 
Columbia, and of the Court of Van" 
couver Island, and every Deputy 
Eegislrar mig it bo Bwora in au an 
ofQcer of both court.s; tho quoatiou of 
precedenco would naturall3' arrange. 
itEolt without trouble lo tbo public or 
tho Executive when it exists bolweon 
men of such high standing and great 
ability as are tbo Suproiuo Judges of 
this Colony. Tho nccosEity of a third 
judge to constitute a Court of Appeal 
did Dot seem to arise in places where 
the litigant population has been moio 
than ten times larger than that of ihici 
Colony. In Bombay and Madras, 
from the time tho Supreme Courts 
•were established, until 1862, when tho 
sudder adawlets, or native Courts of 
Appeal, presided over by members ot 
the East Indian Civil Sorvico, wore 
amalgamated with the Supreme Courto 
in all throo dependencies of 
India, under tlio dssignnlion of 
High Courts of Civil Judicature, 
tho Courts wero composed of 
a Chief Justice and one Puisno Judge, 
the full court eitiiing as a Court of 
Error and of Appeal. What was

largo populations and of Buch great 
nommerciftl wealth as Bombay and 
Modtas, might surely suffice for this 
Colony for sometime to oome, until at 
all events, business shall so . iooreaso 
as to make the appointment, of. a third 
judge inore of a necessity tliian it can 
be said to be at present. In jasta po* 
siiion with tbo judioial establishment, 
both in Yiotoria and at New Westi 
mingtor, allhoui^h not in iiny v/ay ap>- 
pcrtaiiiing or belonging to it, are the 
offices of tbo llogiatrars ol Titles to 
Jjands. Whilst Itgislatiug fr)r the 
bolter arrangement and corietitution 
of the courts and tho judges thereof, 
tho Council would do well to couHidor 
how far tho duiien ot Jtegistrur of 
Titles might bo dinchargod by tho 
same individual as should bo chief llo- 
gistrar of the Coni^tsj the Wotk in the 
limijd.Begistry oannbt,h(i heavy, ellb er 
hnre or on the Mainland, yet under 
the pjtceent pyBtoim it is neoossary for 
the ooDvenlonoo of the publlo that an 
offio'o should bo kept^(j^ott day.by day 
and that a llegiatfar shouid be ro 
tainod at ft bigli wulary f )r tlio aolo 
purpowo of keeping tbo ollico, if it 
happens that bo has no titles: to ro- 
giBtor. It is CBsoritial under tho sys- 
tem of registration of titloSj wliich 
mninlftins in Vancouver Island that 
tho incumbent of tbo oflico should bo a 
j^yyyjj — on the Maiulftud whore the 



system is ibo more meohanioal one of 
recording tho deeds affecMngthe Itillas 
to land, this neco'sity doefl not exi«t| 
no doubt it would bo better to asiimi- 

late tho process of registration in all 
piirtH of tho Colony. If then the head 
ollico be" established in tho Capital with 
branch oOiceB in all towns whore tboro 
may happen to bo an asHistant or de- 
puty legihtrar of tho Kuprcme Court, 
no inconvenicnoo would bo exporiono 
od by tho public. Tlio barrister hold 
ing the oflico of Registrar of Titles 
might bo appointad Chief liegistrar of 
both Supreme Courts, with as many 
deputies or assistants as there .is any 
nccosaity for. Tbo urgent nead of ro- 
ti'onchmeut and amalgamation of such 
ofGces 08 can, {without* detriment 
tho publio serviee, bo placed nnder 
one bead is very generally admitted, in 
some instancoB such amalgamations 
can only bo made .under our present 
very imperf'oot constitution, by the 
Governor ; tbo alterations which we 
havo now suggested might b&made by 
tho -Legislature, they have already 
mado one attempt to deal ^ith the 
Courls, and they must neOBsaarily 
maico another during tho nest session. 
Lot US hopo that they will be more 
successful in their next attempt,

At- 
tracted hither some ten daya ago by a desire 
to visit and exumino for oiiuwuif tlio numer, 
Oua objects of itiiorest, nround which thickly 
cloater memories the pen, of the historian, 
seems never tirod of sketohing, we sailed 
for lliB timpiru city at six o'clock iu the evo 
ning.

Remaining a day 
in Boston, wo strolled through the broad and 
beduiifuliy arbored Common, which ever 
presents a eoono of lovliness and interest ;

the Buniinit of vvlrfch is reached by tneana of 
Q winding atono Htuiroaao with 295 steps.

Leominster is a town of some 8000 people, 
and contains many haodaorao modern build- 
ings and raBidooces. It was B'.'.uod nearly 
125 yoara ago, but has grown more iu the pan 
ten years than during the previous llSyears 
Being supplied by Mature with abUDdaoi 
water power, numerous manufaotorles have 
sprang up of late. There are no less than 
■ wolva comb fabtories here— tho most ox- 
tensive being that of the naioo CompanT 
wbich turns out many thousand coniba ol 
all kindi daily. Two-ihirda of the comb-i 
made in America are produooJ within the 
corporate limits of Leominster. Two lar^o 
horn button laotories are in full blaat hero — 
tho larKPst being that of tho Gibson Bros, 
who are kept busily employed with ordeis 
from the famous A T Stewart, the dry goods 
' Prince' of New Vork. Four piano factor- 
ies turn out seventy-fire instruments per 
week. Jewett, Allen & Go and Ibe Arlingo 
ton Piano Company, produce very swett 
toned square pianos, and sell tbeir best and 
most handsomely fioisbed instruments at 
from $300 to 400, which is from 8100 to 
^150 lower than the same iostruoienis can 
be bought in the showrooms at New York or 
Boston. The manufactory of Shumway & 
Go, whose Dgriculiural iinpIomisQls took tl o 
first prize nt the late Paris Exposition, and 
the manufactory of Loskyor & Company who 
produce the wonderful little mnchino known 
as the Yankee Applo-parer, are locotod hero 
Did you ever see au apple-parer ? You 
place.ao.appleon a loric and tnra a erank, 
when a little blade whirls round on a cog- 
wheel, and presto ! before you have had 
time to think, the jacket of the apple lies at 
your feet. A poor young man .oi this vil- 
lage invented the parer, and for$800 sold the 
right to Lockyer & Co, who built a workshop 
and made independent furtones by the eaU 
of the little machine, wbich, strange to say, 
b-is lesaesod the opporiuniiies for lovemak- 
ing in Ysokoelnnd I5efore the parer made 
its appearance, it used to be tho custom ol 
farmera to invito the lasses and laddiea for 
miles around lo parings. Tiie boys and 
girls whj came were oicb provided wilh n 
knife and given a certain number of applo^ 
to pate. This was called a 'stent' (siini) 
and after the paring a dance w^a improvised 
and maiotaioed with vigor until early mon - 
iog. These parties were giveo' 'turn about' 
by the farmers, and many were the con» 
quests wbich Gopid made,' and many the 
well»mated couple who date the oommence- 
meut of their happiness from ab applepario;;.

Thi 
Townhall isa finn brick odilico, conlnining bi- 
aides ( ffii'.ea fur the trariEaction of public bu^-i- 
neas, a free library ond reudin^room. T'heir 
are several large blocks of buildings, amnn;.' 
which I may mention Wood's i^nd Percy's 
blocks, and Biitiun Hall, ' The laUv- lioB 
just been completed by Mr'^JoSIfth 'P' Brit- 
tan and ia leased by the'Ybnog Men's 
Christian Aisociatipo aod.thp .Soiis of Tem- 
pvranco. There are fuur baodsome church 
edifices in the town, sod the latteodanee is 
largo. Loomioster, during the laie war, sent
